There are two prime reasons for purchasing the ad- 


vertised article, as opposed to the unadvertlsed—and 
they are such strong reasons that it is difficult to im- 
agine the consumer who has once grasped them ever 
again asking for bulk goods or even branded goods 
that are not advertised. 


The first reason is that advertised goods must be 


good quality and standardized quality and give satis- 
faction, or the advertising would be a boomerang. The 
maker and merchant who advertises puts their whole 
future in the hands of the consumer. 
If they give 


high-grade standard goods, the consumer will become 
a steady customer, but if they give shoddy goods, 
their brands will stand for something the consumer 
will shun, instead of demanding. 


Makers do not put their names on goods unless 


they think them good quality, and the maker's name 
is always the best guarantee. 
It is the maker who 


knows what materials went into the cloth, or the 
canned food. 
The jobber or retailer can only sur- 


mise. When a maker puts his own name on the goods 
he knows the/ are goods to be proud of and says to 
the buyer, "I make these goods and stand back of 
them. 
You know to whom to complain, if they are 


not satisfactory." 
This maker-confidence is doubly 


assured if he advertises his brand. 


The consumer who buys unidentified goods is tak- 


ing big chances. They may be good, but the chances 
are against it. For if they are good why doesn't 
somebody claim credit for them? 


But the consumer who buys goods both branded 


and advertised, obviously is buying something that the 
maker is proud of. If he wasn't it would be business 
suicide to put EYs name on them and proclaim to the 
world that he is the maker, by means of advertising. 


To state this first reason briefly then, when you 


buy the established, well-known, advertised brand, you 
know you are getting something good. 


And quality is a real consideration. Does all sheet- 


ing look alike to you? Does all vinegar look alike to 
you? It may look alike, but looks don't tell the story. 
Some bulk vinegar, for example, is made of spent ap- 
ples, i. e., apples already pressed to produce cider. 
The fragments are again pressed and the Juice con- 
verted into vinegar, not by aging and mellowing (the 
proper way), but by .adding chemicals and acids, some- 
times even wood 
alcohol, 
which 
druggists 
label 


"poison". 
It pays to get quality, guaranteed goods. 


Advertising was introduced to lessen selling ex- 


pense. While a storekeeper talks to one customer, a 
printed circular, letter, or newspaper advertisement 
can talk to a thousand. 


The impression that advertising increases cost is 


due to the fact that bulk goods can often be bought 
cheaper than advertised goods. But this is not a fair 
comparison. 
The only fair test -would be whether 


bulk goods of the same quality can be bought at a 
lower price. But the fact is that bulk goods are sel- 
dom of the same quality. The moment a man begins 
to make goods of the best quality he begins to put his 
name on them. They then become a big personal as- 
set to him. 


Intitial cost is not the only economy factor. 
In dol- 


lars and cents is it cheaper to buy a $35 suit that will 
wear a year, or a $25 suit that will wear six mouths? 


Advertised goods, quality considered, are the lowest 


priced goods on the 
market—because 
advertising, 


preparjy done, represents the least expensive known 
method of building volume.

In conclusion, two other important public services 


rendered by advertising may be mentioned. 
It has 


an educational value in quickly introducing new in- 
ventions and improved goods, so that the people will 
know of them and can benefit from their use. It also 
nationalizes the market, making it possible, no matter 
where one travels, to secure branded articles one is 
familiar with and knows can be depended on.

woman. 
It is the opportunity for 


which many have been wating," was 
the statement of Governor Cox today 
In a letter to Miss Belle Sherwin, 
Chairman of the Woman's Comnfit- 
tee for Ohio. 
"It is our earnest 


hope^.' said the Governor, "that Ohio 
will meet this call by being the first 
to supply a-State quota."

"Only graduate nurses who have

'Hence this 
call for student nurses—to fill the 
vacancies, prepare for professional 
service, and meanwhile to make it 
possible for our hospitals, both civil 
and military, to carry on, and for 
the American people to hold the 
health standards o fthe country ^as 
high as they have ever been held in 
times of peace.

I hope you may feel justified in ex- 
pressing the conviction that the 
vital part which the public utilities 
companies represent in the life and 
war-making energy of the nation 
ought to receive fair and just rec- 
ognition by state and local authori- 
ties.

The comptroller of the currency, 


John Skelton Williams, in his annual 
report, makes a strong plea^. as do 
the-President and Secretary McAdoo, 
for relief of the utilities.

of the Chamberlain hill, m'nkinp it pos-

were "His Highness, the President of 
the United States of America and Pro- 
tector of the Eights of the Same," "His 
Elective Highness," etc., and a cano- 
pied throne wns to be erected for his 
use in the senate. Mmbers of that body 
were to be "Your Highness of the 
Senate," the sergeant at arms was to 
be rechristened the "Usher of the 
Bla'ek KotI> 
rt"fincl~tepfesehtatiVes 'Ttotir 


Highness of the Lower House." 


John Adatns, we arS- told in the Jour- 


nal of 'William Maclay, led the so- 
called "Court party," jsvhtch washed to 
borrow the forms of "-the Brit*|h> mon- 
archy for our Infant governmeM His 
most zealous _supporter was Richard 
Henry-Lee of Virgfniac, Maclay. anfl 
Eobert Morris were the first senators 
from Pennsylvania. 


The matter rested' until' after the 


formalities of Washington's inaugura- 
tion were settled. Under the first plan 
the clergy could attend only as spec- 
tators, but this was finally overruled 
on a strong protest from the ministers 
of Xev York. An interesting sidelight 
on the times is given by John Randolph 
of Virginia, who as a boy -witnessed 
the inauguration of Adams as yice 
president. 


The controversy over the titles came

I consider them 
improper. I therefore, move that they

ply address or speech,'as may be'ad- 
judged most suitable." 


The report of the committee on titles 


was rejected May 14 by a vote of 10 to 
8, but in a half-hearted way. The rec- 
ord showed that "for the present" the 
subject -would be dropped, but the 
wording clearly indicated that titles 
were favored.
